We have made substantial progress on responding to your request for further details on the rationale for our 
objections to your manuscript. We will not be able to finish the review on the “Gardner Museum” portion of the 
manuscript until Monday, March 22 nd .

We have made substantial progress on responding to your request for further details on the rationale for our 
objections to your manuscript. We will not be able to finish the review on the “Gardner Museum” portion of the 
manuscript until Monday, March 22 nd . We will forward to you a bracketed copy of the manuscript with specific 
rationale for each bracket quickly thereafter. 

Given your years of experience as an agent with the FBI and knowledge about the cases detailed in the 
manuscript, I have to believe that you fully understand the sensitivity of the bracketed portions of the manuscript 
that the FBI highlighted for you.
